LONDON (AP) — A British 
television commentator report­ 
ed today that Rhodesian Prime 
Minister Ian Smith has accepted 
an invitation to appear in Lon­ 
don on his program, but high 
government sources said Smith 
would be indicted for treason if 
he shows up.

Moscow Gives

Tepid Backing 


Feud with Peking 
Reflected in U.N. 
Stand by Soviets 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y. 
(AP) — The feud beween Mos­ 
cow and Peking is reflected in 
the lukewarm support the Soviet 
Union is giving to the current 
attempt to seat Red China in the 
United Nations. 
Following loud demands by 
Albania and African radicals to 
throw the Chinese Nationalists 
out and give their saet to the 
Communist 
mainland regime, 
the 
Soviet 
appeal 
Monday 
seemed almost perfunctory. 
In a 10-minute speech to the 
General Assembly, Soviet Am­ 
bassador Nikolai T. Fedorenko 
rejected a proposed committee 
study of the question for the 
next year and turned down the 
idea of settling the 16-year-old 
question by seating both Chinas. 
Fedorenko gave token support 
to the argument that the Peking 
regime alone has the 
right 
represent China in the United 
Nations but submitted the usual 
praise of the mainland govern­ 
ment. 
The Soviets have never been 
reticent before about repeating 
the same arguments in detail 
year after year. Their apahetic 
attitude during the current Chi­ 
na debate and their failure to 
co sponsor the resolution to seat 
Peking was sent as a clear re­ 
flection of the increasing bitter 
ness in Soviet-Chinese relations. 
Delegates also noted the brev­ 
ity of U.S. Ambassador Arthur 
J. Goldberg’s speech and the 
fact that it focussed on keeping 
Nationalist China in the United 
Nations rather than barring Red 
China. 
Goldberg’s acceptance of the 
idea of a committee study in this 
20-minute address was seen as a 
shift in American policy. The 
proposal has been viewed as a 
long-range maneuver to eventu 
ally seat both Chinas.

Succumbs at 77 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — David 
Lawrence, 
master 
politician 
former Pittsburgh mayor and 
former governor of Pennsylva 
nia, died Monday from the ef 
fects of a Nov. 4 heart attack 
He was 77. Lawrence, who was 
called a “ maker of presidents, 
had been in a coma since he 
suffered the attack while speak 
irg to a Democratic rally in 
Pit,sburgh.

Commission, and former Kenne­ 
dy press aide Malcolm M. Kil- 
duff, while disputing commis­ 
sion findings about the shots, 
took no issue with the over-all 
commission conclusion that Lee 
Harvey Oswald, acting alone, 
killed Kennedy. 
Life magazine, disputing find­ 
ings about the shots, called iq 
this week’s issue for a new in­ 
vestigation. Texas Gov. John B. 
Connally, wounded during the 
assassination, was quoted by 
Life as in positive disagreement 
with commission findings about 
the shots. 
A spate of recent books has 
questioned the commission re­ 
port. This week’s newest round 
of debate is the most concen­ 
trated yet by present and past 
government officials. 
Mrs. 
Margueric 
Oswald, 
mother of the accused assassin, 
entered the discussion with a 
statement renewing her conten­ 
tion that her son was “framed.” 
Telephoning from Fort Worth, 
Tex., Mrs. Oswald said: 
“ Examined in depth, the War­ 
ren Report is often wrong, is 
full of unchallenged contradic­ 
tions in witnesses’ testimony. 
The majority of official reports 
submitted to the commission 
members is a mass of er­ 
rors. . . . 
“In the words of my late son, 
Lee Harvey Oswald, ‘I don’t 
know what this all about.* 
“He was telling the truth. lie 
was ftxmed and since then he 
and his family have been pushed 
about for political gain. . . .” 
Starting point for the new 
questioning is the commission 
finding that one bullet wounded 
both 
Kennedy 
and Connally. 
Some—but not all—of the critics 
moved from here to the question 
of whether a second person 
fired at the Kennedy motorcade 
on that early Dallas afternoon. 
Long said in New Orleans 
Monday he has always thought 
that a second person was in­ 
volved. 
The assistant Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader, in answer to a 
newsman’s questions, said that 
although there is no doubt that 
Oswald played a part in the as­ 
sassination, “whoever fired that 
second shot was a much better 
shot than Oswald.” 
The commission 
said 
three 
shots were fired. It concluded 
that one hit Kennedy and Con­ 
nally, a later shot inflicted the 
major damage on Kennedy and 
one shot missed. The commis­ 
sion was unable to conclude 
which of the three shots missed. 
Life quoted Connally as say­ 
ing after a recent review of 
amateur films of the events: 
“There is my absolute knowl­ 
edge...that one bullet caused the 
President’s first wound, 
and 
that an entirely separate shot 
struck me. It’s a certainty. I’ll 
never change my mind.”

Where Dropouts Begin 


The dropout often begins developing 
in his first days of school. If he finds 
the classroom a strange world, full of 
demands he is not geared to meet, 
frustration and failure are all but in­ 
evitable.

Dear Mrs. B,: When we phy­ 
sic a l sit opposite a patient ami 
listen to their complaints we 
must evaluate their symptoms 
and come to a conclusion about 
their seriousness even before an 
examination is made. It might 
come as a surprise to patients 
to know that by the time a doc 
or begins his examination 
he 
already has a fairly good idea 
af 
the 
basic 
problem 
that 
brings the patient to his office 
Your first family physician 
assured you, or tried to assure 
you. that your problem was not 
a serious one. He 
apparently 
was not successful because your 
own anxiety was greater than 
even you suspected. It was for 
this reason that you went to see 
another doctor who was Blit 
as unsuccessful as the first. 
Let us examine why you are 
still unsatisfied and obviously 
concerned. Many people 
like 
yourself live in fear that their 
minor complaints may be the 
symptoms (rf severe disease, es­ 
pecially cancer. 
When their 
fears 
become 
great enough there is no kind 
of reassurance that can break 
through their nagging terror. 
They even believe that their 
doctors are not telling them the 
truth and are keeping f r o m 
them the seriousness of their 
condition. 
Physicians become frustrated 
by their inability to convince 
patients that they do no have a 
disease that measures up to the 
lone In the patient’s imagina 
lion. Sometimes the doctor just 
can’t win. 
lf be is overkind the patient 
may think “his gentleness L 
because he is sorry for me and 
doesn’t think I have long to 
live.” lf the doctor is more 
|casual then the frightened pa­ 
tient may insist that he is be­ 
ing dismissed without his symp­ 
toms being taken seriously. 
You ask 
if there are any 
tests to find the reason for your 
problem of constipation. 
Yes. 
there are many and range from 
the simplest to the most com- 
I plex kinds of X-ray examina- 
ion of the intestinal tract. 
When docotors suspect that a 
problem of constipation 
is 
a 
more 
complicated 
one 
they 
I readily order these tests to help 


them make a diagnosis and help 
them establish the proper treat­ 
ment. Certainly if any of these 
tests were necessary 
is your 
case they would have been or­ 
dered. 
Paients sometimes fail to un­ 
derstand that doctors are in­ 
terested in sparing them the 
time and the expense of un­ 
necessary X rays for conditions 
that are obviously simple. The 
social and the psychological as­ 
pects of the practice of medicine 
are almost 
as 
important as 
are the physical ones. They are 
all part of the process of good 
medicine. 
In your specific case it might 
be interesting to inquire from 
any of your doctors if your 
problem of constipation may 
not have an emotional origin. 
You still are concerned even 
though you insist that you “do 
not wish to be a worrier.**

(AP) — U.S. infantrymen tan­ 
gled with North Vietnamese reg­ 
ulars in two small new fights 
today in the central highlands 
north of the battlefield on which 
U.S. air cavalrymen took heavy 
casualties Monday. 
Units of the 25th Division skir­ 
mished with the North Vietnam­ 
ese 12 miles southwest of 
the 
U.S. Special Forces camp 
at 
Plei Djering and 13 miles north­ 
west of the Green Beret camp. 
Three North Vietnamese were 
reported killed in the first clash, 
fhere was no word of casualties 
in the other. 
A U.S. 
military spokesman 
said the North Vietnamese in­ 
flicted heavy casualties on a 
three-platoon force of about 105 
men of the U.S. 1st Cavalry, 
Airmobile, Division in Monday’s 
fighting 22 miles southwest of 
Plei Djering. 
The spokesman said one pla­ 
toon 
about 35 men — was 
overrun and took the brunt of 
the 
casualties. He would not 
comment on reports that there 
were only three survivors in the 
platoon.
